E urope she w as the only American cor 
respondent abroad accredited to the 
special vervtce of writing for a ihmk- 
p a p er of tier own land.

correspondents

E uropean1* 
who

from the European viewpoint

Greenwood saw things with an Atneri- 
ra n eye end wrote them with an Amor 
lean hand.
